Coufederatiou. 



• Now thftt H IB definitely nnderatood 
^ODOeded by all parties that Confed" 
eraiion ia oar destiny, that it is desired 
by the great ballt oi the colonists, it 
will be well to make the ptibilc mind an 
familiar as possible with the whole sab- 
jeot, in all its bearings and possiblo con- 
8*qaonoeB. It ifl very poasible/'iiideed, 
highly probablo that some degree oi 
prejudice moy have been oroaled ngiinst 
Coctedoralion by Iho reckless a-sorii ds 
lotneliraes modo by illinformed, bni for 
the most part desiL;nin|r pcr^oos. Vtry 
groat jirorainenco bus been given to the 
revenue* which would i:o into the Fud- 
eial treasury, while compenseting po- 
coninry advsnlu(,'es aro cireluHy kfpi 
in the back-gronnd. For in-^lai co, 
great stroHS is laid upon tbo fact, thiii 
the receipts of Custom-, tbe chief fourcc 
of pret-fent Coloi.iiil roveuoe, « i'l, und' r 
C Efedoratioii, ^0 into thu Dominion 
Treasury ; and occasional y pi rHon^ 
have been found wIlI'Dg logo ilie lemjili 
of ttfsening, with an air of well foignoj 
honor, that all present oomceH of lev- 
enue will thus bo u.ken awuy, and ibai 
wo shall be cotrpoll d to l.ave reccurbi.' 
to fresh direct toxuiion for the roean^ 
of BOBtuining ibo local go^ernmeMi. 
Mow, there is just enoui^h of nuih m 
this to ii vei>t it with au elemont oi pos- 
sible drtDger. Ti>o OnsLoms rroeipt^ 
will unque^tioDubly become Fuderiil 
revCDue, and ihua a scarco of revenue 
which QDder the present tariff, producej 
Bomet'biiig hke 1350 000 a j.ur, will bo 
taken out of oor bands as a Province, 
thoORh we shall still retain a common 
interest as a part of the great whole. 
But it should be borne in miud thai if 
the Customs rerenoe is taken by iho 
Federal Government, thn government 
asaames the expense and reepnnaibiMty 
of collecting and protecting it. hor 
•boald it be forgoiten that under the 
Oanadi.,n tariff (he revenue derived frotn 
that, source will lose iia present propor- 
tlors; and thus the people wiH esc-ipo 
a larKearao'it' of taxation. Not only 
woald taxation npoo fbroign articles of 
oonsamplion bo gieatly lightened, but 
the r.eooMiiy for cnnaQming foreign 
produciiona would be materially less- 
ened, infismncb as the products and 
manofuciareaol all the Proviufca bomg 
admitted free,ihefe would enter largely 
iato local oonsamption . Thus it will bo 
ob-erved that under Confederation tt.o 
Cosloms revenue would be a very dif- 
ferent affair from what ilia under tho 
preaent syptem ; and ihiit diCfereu e 
wOHld bo all in our favor. Wo may be 
told that, the Customs revenue would 
increase with the increase of populaiiou 
and development. Undoubtedly u 
Mould , hut 80 would our share of Fed- 
eral expenditure Increase, and every 
other aource of revenue and wellbting 
would increase in an rqoal raiio, nay, 
in a far greater ratio, lor it should 
be remeiPbered that ibe fiscal policy 
ot the D.>mlnion is one ot gradual ap- 
proiiraation towards free trade, and 
that Lbi-* class of Jaxaiion raa>t bee vme 
lijfhloP as its baae expands. Then, 
acoiu look at what ws tihall get in re^ 
turn ' If the Dommioa Goverumeul does 
take away the ci-flloms revenue it will 
give u8 back a dollar und a half for 
every one it lak'is, at least for some year- 
to came. But we nUorly dBraur to ih j 
proposition that in taking this ibo Do 
HDiQion Ouvernmont takes away our boIc^ 
means of rovcnue, leaviui? UH to fresli 
direct taxation for tbo auppon of the 
Provincial Government. Wo dt-rivo 
$55 000 a v^'irfroin Roid Tolls. Would 
tho'Domin'on Govrnmeiu touch ibai '^ 
Wo derive $15,000 Irom Crown Liui 1,^. 
Would tho Douiin oii Government luucii 
,l,ut ? W« durivo 812,000 from M. nrr's 
Certificates.

Ii 
mailt t)e lelt to another article 10 point 
out a lew of thoae things wbie|i the 
Dominion Qovernment will do for as. 
And, in doali'g with ibia whole subject, 
Wa would have our readers underrttand 
that our o''jeol is less to uresoui- argu- 
ments ill favor of Coofoderaiion than to 
Beck to disDol the mint and misapiire- 
Leusicu which, in some minds at least, 
BurroundH u fuhjecl of. present import- 
ance. We aro rather dealing with a 
subject forced upon our attention by the 
nrbicrury and inexorable logic of events 
than seeking to persuade tho public 
that what wo regard as inevilab.o des- 
tiny, is a condition to bo dMired. We 
are tiriuly convinced tb»t 06hfederalion 
ijan bo coupled with such oouditious ac 
win mako it a great boon to us, if the 
ineopio havo only aenao enough to im-

Lia u-^ roijard onijiclvps in the iiglit of a 
belcagnn u city, uod all hope ot holding 
out vaiiiHhod. Snr ly it would bo tiuo 
wi,-doui on our part lo improve the op- 
portunity iiUorded to make . the .beai 
pos>ible terms of oapilalation. But 
Canada doea not come to us in the 
(orn. of an enemy. Slio comes a irun 
fiiend, and iliai m tho tinieot our need. 
Tuie, tliu Imperial G jveriimeut will bo 
iireparcii, if noid lie, to apply a little 
gen.b uuorsion ; l)Ut iba', to a foolish 
and wayward child ibat does not know 
what ia for its Own good, can hardly bo 
reguided as the act ol au enemy. 

California imiui^jraiiuu Movenipiit. 

California would appenr to havo bo- 
come tborougiily alive to the importance 
of increating its popnlaiion, and active 
steps are being ti*ken to aocoiiiplisb that 
objeot. Mr. Bell, for some tittle connect- 
ed with the presB of this city, and sab* 
seqaenily witbthat of Sao FrnQolico, 
has been engaged to ''stump" the State 
for the purpose of working np the 
scheme. It appears that tbo Pacific 
Railroad ia now transponing immi- 
grant pnssengors through from Now 
York to San Franci.-.co at $75 in (jroen- 
backr ; and frum Omaha fur ^li, and 
it i.s ria'd iliat the number of etnmigrani-) 
has for some lime past averaged onu 
hundred a day, but those for the most 
part do not como through to California. 
Many stop at Utah, and Nevada, while 
others turn off inio tbo norihofn Terri- 
tories. This condition of things i« by 
no means satiafaotory to iho Bay State ; 
hence tho present movement lo aid and 
induce immigrants to come through. 
Amongat tho obataolos is mentioned 
that of large trac' 8 of land being held 
by sppculaiors, and it is suggeatod that | 
tho necessary and legitimate cure for 
men who will look op th<'ir seventy-five 
or iiundred thousand acres" and ■teliiao 
10 improve itor sell, unless at high prices, 
ia a good, fman land tax. The people 
(if California aro suffering from an evil 
common 10 -.nost nuw couuirim. and 
not unuommoii in Honio old ones, but 
if tho remedy Luggesied be faithfully 
applied ilieie is u'> doubt that it will 
prove effeoiual. The people of Cali- 
fornia are noinij in for half a million of 
immigrants, and I'lero ir< every proba- 
biliiy that thiy will sue 'oud in gouing 
ih'Jin ; but. wo are diMp -t^ed to Uunk 
that tlio railway fare luih', ',0100 down 
to 850, boloru th/ro can bo any very 
large iimnigration movement ovcrlund 
froin'thoVasf.
